This matter was re- 
ttie Town Attorney, and hs 
ga\e tb# police department an opinion 
that warraQU»d action iu the case. The 
olubjiad a United Btates Government 
license for selling liquors, but that did 
not authorize the sale of beer In the 
manner In which It was sold In the club 
house. Before the police could act »n- 


that wax the procuring of evidence that . 
would warrant a raid of the police and 
the afreet of the people found there* 
This evidence was procured last Satur¬ 
day night. According to the story told 
at police headquarters, the Tee for mem¬ 
bership In the Workingmens Educa¬ 
tional Society was twenty-live cents, 
which entitled a member to the privi¬ 
lege of buying beer checks fur tw*nLy- 
flve cents each and good for six glasses 
of beer. The police say ihsy found all 
the flitures and paraphernalia of a well- 
conducted bar-room In tbs club boua*\ 
together with a quantity of beer* some 
whiskey and cigars* 

When arraigned before Recorder Post 
E. B. Nebeo, the spokesman of the 
party, claimed that there bad been no 
Intention on the part of the Working¬ 
men's Association to violate any law, 
and the association had been advised 
that It could proceed In the methods 
that had been pursued at the club 
house. ■* 

Mr, Nebep claimed that the sale of 
beer was simply one of the social func¬ 
tions of the club, and w %% carried on 
for the purpose of keeping some of the 
younger members off the street and 
gave the married members a place to 
visit with their families and enjoy a 
social time. 

Chief Collins contradicted some of Mr* 
Nebeo’s statements. Recorder Post an¬ 
nounced that the fine prescribed by the 
ordinance would be Imposed, and the £20 
was paid by Mr* Neben* Before leaving 
police headquarters Mr* Nebeo declared 
that the WorklQgmen’i Educational Bo- 
ciety would make Itself foil lo local 
politics next spring, and would elect 
officials who would permit some I 
privileges to the workingmen* The 
raiding of the Workingmen's Club by 
the police has been a topic of discussion 
Id Wateesslng during the past week, 
and conflicting sentiments have b*en 
expressed. Borne people hold that the 
town authorities were bound to protect 
the men who had been Licensed to sell 
beer and whiskey, and there *»« no 
ether course but to raid the Woi king- 
man's Club, Other people boM that It 
wss an outrage to break up 11 in Hub, 
The workLngmen, it la claimed, «*ie by 
fat ibe largest element In eslooit pat¬ 
ronage, and they ought to havr the 
right to tbs use of the profits from t» « 
sale of beer In the maintenance of *»n

In this aml^th^r t(»wa^ B^ard^ of 
Health are directing more ami nuite 
attention to all claeeea of contagious 
dlseaaea. Bujalilp^, typhoid fever, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever and mswales are 
dHeaee* that receive attention now nt 
the bands of the local health officials. 

It Is becoming recognized more and 
more that the best public protection 
against the spread of such diseases le 
Isolation of the victim. It Is also gen¬ 
erally accepted that the chances for s 
patient's recovery are also better in a 
well-maintained Isolation hospital, but 
there Is a tremendous expense attached 
to the maintaining of such an Institu¬ 
tion, as every tuwu that nas had to deal 
with the smallpox «pfdwmiL! has realized. 

In a properly maintained Isolation Ifhs* 
pltal skilled medical practitioners, ex¬ 
pert nurses, best quality of foods, and a 
good class of domestic help are all 
Important essentials, and these all coins 
high flnnncUMy In both private ami pub¬ 
lic expeuaes* 

The fact le recognized that many of 
the leading costly features of an Isola¬ 
tion hospital could ennhy c »v^r a wider 
scope of worn than the requirements of 
a single U>wu. It was a recognition of 
this that stimulated a movement a abort 
time ago for ft county isolation hospital 
maintained after the manner of other 
county institutions* Hev**iai other pro* 
positions were also brought forward 
looking to joint action of two or more , 
towns in the maintenance of an Isoia- 
tIon hospital. The City of Orange and 
some of Its neighboring municipalities 
have made practical use of the sugges- , 
tlons, and have taken steps towards 
oulldlng such an Institution, It Is one 
of the lessons of the smallpox epidemic, 
sod It Is a measure taken towards being 
Id read loess to cope with any euch fa- 
fllcllon that may occur again. Heveral 
lodetlults propositions have eo made j 
from time to time that Bloomfield, Glen 

i 

Ridge, Montclair, and possibly Verona 
or Franklin, U«« united action la the 
construction of an Insolation hospital, 
to be used and maintained by the several 1 
towns jointly. This proposition Is now , 
taking definite shape, and a committee 
of the local Board of Health has been 
appointed to confer with the health offi¬ 
cial# of the several town# above named , 
for the purpose of ascertaining how Tar 
they are Willing to go in the (natter* 
The conference proposed le of course j 
only prelimloary to ascertaining the , 
vlewe of the heal Wm officials of other 
towns lr> the matter, and for an exchange 
of views a# to the cost of such an e#tab 
Uihment and the advantages to be de¬ 
rived from It, These matters will all , 
be given publicity in due time, and pub- - 
lie sentiment In regard to the project 
taken Into consideration. It le obvious 
that It would be good public policy to 
he prepared before band to meet any 
future outbreaks of smallpox or other 
malignant diseases, but it would Involve 
a considerable expense for a small town 
lo attempt to maintain such a state of
